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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's amendments and arguments filed 1 1/01/07 have been fully 
considered. However, the. claims remain anticipated by Zhang et al (2003/0099762). 
The Examiner's position has been clarified in the grounds of rejection below and the 
addition of new claims 18 and 19 necessitated a new grounds rejection which must be 
applied to all pending claims.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 1 2: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter ... 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 18, "inner layer consisting essentially of fluorapatite" is new 

matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 18, the scope/range of "inner layer consisting essentially of 
fluorapatite" is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) - 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, e) as anticipated by or, in the 

alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Zhang et al (2003/0099762). 

Zhang et al teaches: 
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A porous bioceramics for bone scaffold comprising: 

a biocompatible porous ceramic 2 (first layer, see at least claim 2 teaching Zr02 
and the substrate or implant, see paragraph 0074 teaching a ceramic which can be 
porous) substrate having the property to thermakjecompose hydroxyapatite in contact 
with it; 

a fluorapatite (FA) inner layer 6 (second layer, see at least paragraph 0037 
teaching fluorapatite) formed on said porous ceramic substrate; and 

a hydroxyapatite (HA) outer layer 8 (third layer, see at least paragraph 0027, 
further note paragraph 0081 teaching concentration gradient which can be the HA outer 
layer) formed on said fluorapatite inner layer. 

Regarding the porosity of the porous ceramic, applicant's claimed ranges are 
very large and believed to be inherent. However, in the alternative under 103, Zang 
teaches the substrate or implant can include prosthetics such as hips, knees, fingers, 
leg, bone plates, etc., which can be a porous ceramic. It is known in the art of 
prosthetics to use at least a porous zirconia (including yttria) with the claimed porosity or 
at least would have been obvious to try the claimed limitations for the substrate or 
implant of Zhang which is taught being any implant. 

Claim 6, is an inherent properties to the materials. 

Regarding claim 18, the inner layer has been interpreted as "consisting 
essentially of fluorapatite".
